From the region of Dvinsk, this line is advanced 
to the eastern frontier of Courland. 


THREE—Livouiu and Esthonia will be immediately cleared of Rus- 


sians and German police will occupy them until the security of 
the inhabitants is guaranteed by constitutions. Political prison- 
ers will be immediately released. Russia renounces every claim 
to intervene in the affairs of these regions.

Ohlinsrer declared:

in the public schools or by German im- 
migrants, although that is stated in the 
by-laws as one of Its purposes. Had the 
activities of the alliance continued in the 
United States it would have resulted in 
establishing the German population in 
this country in solid blocks for the fur- 
therance of German Interests." 
In 1914, Ohlinser said, the German 


Emperor conferred on C. J. Heaxamer, 
former president of the alliance, the order 
of the Fourth Order of the Red Eagle 
for distinguished services in America in 
behalf of "kultur."

The capture and occupation of German 


East Africa by the British forces revealed

FIVE TYPES. 


To begin ^ith, here are five definite 


types of valve gears. The most popular 
t-, pe consists of a single camshaft, oper- 
ating puihrods, wh'Ui directly control the 
valves. This Is the type that Is used on 
L-head engines, by far the commonest 
type of power plant. 
The next type is 


the velvc-in-head, which means that the 
valves ure located In the heads of the 
c\lmders, the operation being achieved by 
means of vortical rods and rocker arms.

ordinary camshaft. The next valve type | 
is knoT\n as the T-head. \rhlch operates1 
on the same principle as; the L-head, but ' 
has two camshafts, one lor intake and the 
other for exhaust valves. The fourth type 
also has valves in the heads of tie cylind- 
ers, but the camshaft is placed on top of 
the cylinders, instead of being in the 
crankcase. The final "type Is the sleeve 
valve, which are simply ports In sliding 
slee^ves which aio actuated by eccentric 


^ shafts, corresponding to the camshafts of 


ordinary practice. 


Host car owners understand somsthlns 


of the way In which valves are operated, 
but \\e shall describe the operation brief* 


I ly. The camshaft Is geared to the crank- 
(, ehaft and as it revolves, the cams axa 


brought into contact -with the valve lifter, 
•which Is a cylinder bit of eteel. moving 
up and down within a guide. 
As the 


lifter Is forced upward it pushes the valve 
open, against tho resistance of a spring:. 
When it reaches Its limit of 
upward 


movement, it sinks down again and the 
spring closes the valve. 
Obviously tha 


position and size of the cams and other 
parts of the valve gearing mast be ac- 
curately determined to keep the valve 
open for just the proper length of tlm«. 
Also the valves must open at exactly the 
right instant in relation to the position 
of the pistoa. 
It will be evident that 


•tt-earJn certain parts of this valv« sys- 
tem^Pill cause derangement of the entire 
opeiut.on of the respiratory system of the 
engine. 


MODERN TENDENCY. 


The modern tendency in engine design 


is to keep the entire valve mechanism 
exposed to a perpetual spray of oil. In 


others the valve system Is located Inside 
tfy^crankcase, where it gets splash lubrt- 
cauon from the connecting rods. 
As a 


r<"n'!t of this tendency tho "wear &rd con- 
sequent noisy operation of the valve sys- 
tem, which used to be almost universal, 
has been largely eliminated." Neverthe- 
less, tne average car owner does not give 
his valve 
system the care or rather 


wifhing that it needs and email things 


develop into big failures for lack of 
all attention In time. 


LEAKAGE OF OIL. 


For Instance, it is not uncommon to find 


an excessive leakage of oil down tho sides 
of the valves. This is caused by wear of 
the valve stem or stem guide, usually 
brought about by Insufficient lubrication. 
Something may have prevented oil from 
getting to the mechanism and the result 
has been excessive and rapid wear. Or 
the condition may be caused by the faot 
that the valve is pushed sideways when- 
ever it is raised, because of a bent stem.

examined for bent stems and for play in 
their guides. In Inspecting the stems it is 
best to use a steel square, as the eye 
often falls to detect a slight bend. 


Another valve trouble is wear of the 


tappets, which causes a slapping1 in their 
guides, a very annoying condition, the 


existence of which may be detected by 
shaking the tappet with the fingers, after 
tho spring pressure has been removed 
Tho methods of overcoming this slapping 
are almost as many as the number of 
tappet assemblies and in some casaa a 
new unit is necessary. 


COMMON FAILURE. 


One of the commonest of the vslvo fail- 


ures 13 worn cams,- The worn, cam slapa 


ters the lift of the valve. This has the 
effect of shutting off part of the fuel 
supply of the engine, or of reducing the 
time for scavanglng so that all the burned 
gaaes cannot escape from the combustion 
chamber. Tho only remedy for this con- 
dition is to install a new camshaft.

to the realization that the- mileage he 
frets from his tires .depends upon the 
treatment they are given. 


Mileage Is built into tires at the factory 


ky scientific method?. The user can get 
IftTy Inch of that Inbuilt mileage out of 
Ik* equipment by the proper care and 
tee of it. 


The motorist ordinarily places so much 


confidence in tire equipment, probably 
because of its rapid development and 
ironderful performances, that it does not 
receive the inspection and attention con- 
lidered necessary for the car. Hence the 
lose to the average cor owner of 30 cents 
on every dollar spont for tires, and the 
Opportunity for these articles, v.'hich are 
Betlgned to enable every car oMiiei, ^iio 
reads them, to save his share of the $105.- 
000,000 wasted on tires each year. 


It has been aptly said that the pneu- 


toat'c tire is of the most paradoxical con- 
Itructlon in the entire field of automobile 
(ngineermg. It must be very resilient yet 
Withstand punishment -worthy of armor 
plate. 


Two tender substances, rubber and cot- 


ton fabric, must be so blended and built 
hp that they will 'resist the air pressure 
Within, the -weight of the automobile and 
Its load without, the thrust of the motor, 
the transverse strains on turns and the 
blows of thousands of obstacles. 
And 


upon the successful construction of the 
Hre has depended the entire success of 
the automobile. 


TVhlla the selection of the right type 


Hid size, correct application and proper 
treatment of tire are all necessary to 
obtain the best result's, the simple matter 
of Inflation is probafoly the most import- 
ant point in the care and use of equip- 
ment, as its abuse is the principal cause 
of tire wastage. 


MEANS MORE MILEAGE 


The judicious use of air will so a long 


way toward giving the tire -user the maxi- 
mum mileage. Because the resiliency and, 
long-wearing: qualities of a tire depend 


t as much upon proper Inflation as 
do upon the rubber and fabric. 


Too much air will cause excessive vi- 


bration, traction slippage and loss of 
power; too little will bring on excess fric- 
tion between various S&rts of the tiro 
and causa them to breakup. 


Than 10 a vorv rtflflnlfft relation be- 


tween the air pressure within the tires 
and the load on them. 
The. heavier 


weight or reduced air pressure causes 
more deflection of the tires, g-lvlngr wider 
tread on the ground, «Jid increase* the 
action of the sidewalla. This adds to tha 
comfort of the ride a» more of the road 
vibration is absorbed br the tires. 


But when soft, the tire runs against 


a wave In the tread rubber, which from 


excessive stretching and heating pulls 
away and separates from the carcass or 
body. 
The sidewalls develop a hinging 


action as the wheel* revolve, and the 
result Is the same as when a piece of 
wire is bent back and forth—it becomes 
hot and finally breaks. 


In an xmdei inflated tire the heat from 


the Increased action of the sidewalls soft- 
ens the rubber cement of adhesiveness be- 
jttveen the faibric layers and a certain de- 
Sree of dcvulcanlzation takes place. As 
a result, when the tire strikes a partlcu- 


I larly hard bump, a ioud explosion rends 
the air and it is time to put on a new 
casing. 


FLAT TIRES ATTENTION 


A soft or flat tire on a front wheel can 


always be not.ced by the difficulty in 
steering the car in a straight course; the 
Etcc::r.£ —lied r^t orally favors fie 2it 
or soft tire. If on a rear •wheel, pound- 
ing or bumping -will be noticeable. 


Demountable and quick detachable rims 


make it possible to change tlfres very 
quickly, but even If not so equipped, it 
Is -wise to stao and give the tires atten- 
tion. 
Damage to the sidewalls, ibeads, 


fabric inside and'the inner tube usually 
makes It difficult to execute practicable 
repairs. A rear tire ridden deflated very 
far may jesult in damage to the differen- 
tial of tne car. 


Expansion caused by hot weather or tha 


sun is negligible and will not materially 
aTect the tire, as the air pressure within 
is not increased to any appreciable de- 
gree. 
New tires stretch slightly when 


first used and Inner tubes are slightly 
permeable to nitrogen so that occasional 
inflation 
is 
advisable. 
Deteriorating 


effects of stale air can be avoided by fill- 
ing the tires with a fresh supply at least 
two or three times a year. 


"While there can t>e no inflexible tables 


for Inflation of tires-as style of-construc- 
tion, power, speed, road conditions, driv- 
ing and •neipht will play an important 
part in the strains upon tires, under ordi- 
nary circumstances the tires on the front 
•wheels should be inflated between 15 to 
18 pounds per inch of tire section and 
rear tires from 15 to 20 pounds. 


Don't make the mistake of guessing at 


the inflation from appearance or striking 
the tires with a hammer; but use a press- 
ure guag», at least once a week. Another 
inflation warning}- don't fill the tires with 


i the exhaust from the engine as oil and 
certain eases are destructive to rubber.

A skilled carpenter or other 


mechanic seeking employment has 
been forced to stand in line for several 
hours before he could even place his 
application for work. 


To eliminate this source of irrita- 


tion and waste effort the Carpenters' 
Union entered into an arrangement to 
act as an employment bureau for 
some of the ship plants. When one or 
more men are needed-a .message is 
sent to the'union headquarters, and 
the men, with their tools and creden- 
tials, are sent to the shipyards. 


"We have been sending only skilled 


men who can do the work,'' said 
Samuel J. Donohue, business agent of 
the Building Trades Council. "And 
we are sending only good American 
citizens. The plants need have no 
fear that we will send them any alien 
enemies or people who would attempt 
to blow up the plant. They are the 
kind of men who are for the United 
Slates and realize the importance of 
the work they are to do, men who 
have subscribed liberally for Liberty 
bonds. War stamps and Red Cross."

The key that unlocks the vast industrial facilities on the continental side of San Francisco Bay is 


the great East Bay Harbor. It is also the life-giving power for industrial development, of progress in 
the constructive activities. 


This harbor is composed of several units: A well-protected inner basin between Oakland and Ala- 


meda, where much development already has been achieved, and which is as adequate potentially as 
the famous harbors of Bremen, Hamburg, Antwerp, Liverpool, Havre and Cherbourg; of the western, 
or "Key Route," basin of Oakland, where two million dollars has been spent by the municipal govern- 
ment in improvement*, aim cilia: links in the "greater harbor project" defined by the United State? 
Rivers and Harbors Engineers. 


At this East Bay Harbor lie the actual tidewater terminals of great transcontinental railway sys- 


tems, the Southern Pacific, Santa Fe, Western Pacific and Union Pacific. Here coastwise and deep sea 
merchant ships meet trunk railroads and smaller rail lines at wharf and pier. 


The present is the most important period in the harbor development of this great and important 


ocean port of the Pacific, a fact emphasized by the selection of the East Bay as the site of the new 
naval base. 


No other port in the Pacific area can show a more gratifying record of recent industrial development 


than this mainland section of the San Francisco Bay district, whose natural advantages are demanding 
recognition equally from private capitalists and manufacturers and the government. 


Already the East Bay Harbor is throbbing and pulsating with, industrial and commercial life. 


Growth may be observed from day to day, while those who knew it a year ago would scarcely recog- 
nize it now, with the establishment of new industries and the notable increases in the old. 


War accounts for a part of the remarkable activity in industry, but much of it is natural and a 


recognition of the splendid advantages that had been long ignored. All the elements of permanency 
are to be observed and development will go forward for several decades at least. 


Where once stood small machine shops and repair establishments for coastwise shipping now are 


large foundries and shipbuilding plants. The Emergency Fleet Corporation is^depending upon what 
is being done on this side of the bay for a great portion of the new merchant fleet to transport the 
national armies, its supplies and equipment, to Europe. 
East bay plants are setting new records in 


ship production. Labor conditions are very satisfactory, the cooperation between builders and employees 
being of unusual effectiveness. . 


Private and municipal capital is being expended in this harbor in recognition of its advantageous 


location in the most adequate Pacific Ocean port. Private capital that is counted in millions is being 
spent in improvements and new building along the-harbor fronts. 
The money appropriated in past 


years by the federal government for improvements is now being repaid to the government, in that the 
government now finds a place, already largely developed as far as depth of water is concerned, for 
merchant ship and naval construction that it so urgently needs. 


The city of Oakland has already spent much money in waterfront development and a commend- 


able start has been made. With admirable communal enterprise, the city of Alameda has decided to 
build and operate an industrial railroad to aid in the development of its part of the east-bay harbor. 


The commission of naval officers created by Congress and beaded by Admiral Helm, has recom- 


mended that the new Pacific Coast naval base be established on Alameda's western shore. This project 
calls for an ultimate expenditure of $36,000,000. 


All tilings considered, it is not an extravagant forecast to say that this district is shortly to become 


the most highly developed industrial center between Alaska and Terra del Fuego. Greater harbor 
development, the fullest possible development, in the shortest possible time, is needed. This is neces- 
sary to show a proper appreciation of the importance of this period in the history of the east-bay harbor. 


It is to set forth the proof of all these assertions and to direct die attention of the federal and 


municipal governments and the people of the San Francisco Bay region to a realization of the facts 
that this special East Bay Harbor Edition of The TRIBUNE is dedicated.

Jones has been experimenting with 
means to reduce the "turnover" of la- 
bor in his plant, and has reduced it to

In 64 shipyards the turn- 
over has averaged close to 300 per 
cent, and in a few has doubled this 
percentage. 
Jones reduced the turn- 
over by adjustment of rates of pay, 
by supervision of employment which 
made it impossible for a foreman to 
discharge a man until the case had 
been reviewed by the employment de- 
partment, and by introducing better- 
ments, and improving th.e health and 
safety ol enrployees. 
The other phase is that of luslstms 
that an employee coming: from, one 
plant to another must harre "clear- 
ance papers" before he can b« given 
the new position.

The increase of shipbuilding on th« 
shore of Oakland-Alameda harbor Is 
forcing a development in a commer- 
cial line that has, until recently, had 
little importance on the east side of 
the 
bay—ship 
chandlery. 
Already1 


there is a demand for ship and boat 
supplies that is growing-, and those 
who watch the development of trade 
on this side of the bay see an IncreaM 
Jn keeping with the importance of 
Oakland as a shipbuilding community. 
But when Oakland becomes a port 


where seagoing vessels land direct 
upon the completion of their voyages, 
then will it assume full Importance as 
a ship supply city. And those who are 
•watching the progress of events say 
that this time Is coming in the very 
near future, if it has not actually be- 
gun to arrive.

But the shipbuilding on Oakland

service. There are a number of smaller 
but none the less important places that 
handle everything from the repairs on 
a dinky to the making of a good-sized 
coaster, and these are the places that 
are building up a trade in ship sup- 
plies right in Oakland. 
Frank A. Rittigstein and his father 
are the pioneers in the ship supply 
business In the new port of Oakland. 
They nave watched Oakland harbor 
change from a graveyard for aban- 
doned hulk.s to the center of ship- 
building activity of San Francisco bay. 
"The Oakland harbor of today is 
very different from the Oakland har- 
bor when we began dealing in ship 
supplies," said Frank A. Rittigstein. 
"In those days there- were a few little 
boat yards in East Oakland, and there 
were quite a number of pleasure" 
yachts owned by private parties with 
a fondness for the water, but that was 
all. Somebody would lose an oarlock 
or need a handful of galvanized iron 
nails or copper tacks. If anybody' 
wanted any heavy ship hardware they" 
went to San Francisco, and there was 
absolutely nothing over here that ap- 
.proached a ship chandlery store. In 
fact, there was nothing that called for 
anything of the kind. 


"But things have changed. A steady 
trade for ship hardware and supplies 
is growing on this side of the bay. We 
can tell thnt in the claf»» and quantitv 
oi our own traue. d.nct tins is Douna to 
grow 3.3 Oakland becomes more and 
more ot a real port. The character of 
our trade nas changed entirely and we,, 
are supplying- luore and more the, 
things that were formerly purchase.dj 
only in San Francisco.

Particular attention was paid by the 
commission to transportation facilities.

How the POWER of the HAND GRASP Saved Us from Being QUADRUPEDS ( 


have commonly believed thai 


man's ancestors acquired most 01 their "im- 
man" Characters at the time they began to 


walk upright. This supposition has been found 
to be not well founded, for in the light of recent 
discoveries the traits of the human race seem 
largely to haTe arisen in the long period during 
•which the ancestral stock lived In trees. Dr. F. 
Wood Jones, M. B., D. Sc.? professor of anatomy 
In the University of London, has written an ex- 
tremely interesting book in which he.points out 
•ome of the principal results of prehistoric man's 
life as a tree-dweller. 


The evolution of the fore limbs is held to be 


one of the most striking features of man's prog- 
ress. The legs of vertebrates are probably de- 
veloped from the fins of Bsh.es; and the earliest 
Tertebrates, like the water newt and salamander 
today, doubtless had legs which' served to balance 
the body, but were hardly able to support it. A 
critical step was taken when, as in the therapslds 
and theromorphs, legs developed enough to walk 
on. To th<s primitive mobility was added an essen- 
tial stability. 
But gradually the former had to 


be sacrificed to the latter, and in most quadrupedl 
the mobility of the fore limbs long since disap- 
peared. In man, however, it remains. The fore 
limbs are not adapted to walking en, as any one 
can testify who has tried to walk a hundred yards 
on all fours. The question is: Did man's ances- 
tors ever walk on four legs, as most animals do? 
It is impossible, says Dr. Wood Jones, to believe 
that they did. The arboreal habit saved them 
from becoming quadrupeds, and thereby "enabled 
them to acquire supremacy over all other forms 
of life. 


"The arboreal, habit alone Is not the talisman," 


says Dr. Jones. ""Other mammalian stocks have 
taken to an arboreal habit, but they have taken 
to it after varying periods of quadrupedal life. 
They did so too late to derive the- full benefits from 
it, for they took to it with the fore limbs already 
deprived of some of their inherited mobility. Such 


animals never become perfect tree-climbers. They 
iiiay acquire au extraordinary skiii iu running 
about the branches of trees, as many rodents-do, 
or they may even climb in the proper sense of the 
words, but in this climbing the grip is not obtained 
by the application of the palmar surface of the 
hand, but by the "hook-like action of claws and 
nails; this method is practised by 'many of the 
carnivora^ The maximum of possibilities is not 
attainable in any of tnese cases. 


"The power to grasp with, the hands and fingers 


seems such a, very simple accomplishment that it 
is difficult to realize how such an apparently triv- 
ial beginning can have produced the tremendous 
changes that follow in Its train. The power of the 
hand-grasp has made possible the forerunners of 
the Primates, has perfected the evolution of the 
Primates and paved the way for the development 
of man. 


"The arboreal habit conferred' its' benefit* by 


emancipating the fore limb from the duties' of sup- 
port and progression, and, by differentiating its 
functions from that of the hind limb, it saved the 
animal from becoming quadrupedal. In differen- 
tiating the functions of the two sets of limb? the 
animal gains a great deal. Some animals, one 
might almost-gay. have gone too far in adapting 
themselves to the arboreal habit. An animal, saved 
by the 'arboreal habit from becoming quadrupedal 
does not gain the maximum of the benefits deriv- 
able from its new mode of life, if it'is saved from 
this fate only to become 'quadrumanous. 
Four 


feet do not lead far in the struggle for mammalian 
supremacy, four hands do not lead a great deal 
farther. It was the differentiation into two' hands 
and two feet that provided the great strength of 
the stock from which man arose. 


But Prof. Jones, as a writer in the Journal of 


Heredity points out, ascribes to the arboreal habit 
a change of still greater importance—that which 
has produced the human brain. 


In the forerunners of the mammals the sense of 


smell was the principal "mental" possession and 
this continues to be true even in many low mam-

The uselessness of the 
sense of smell opened the way'for the develop- 
ment of the other senses, and of other parts of the 
brain, to the great degree in which man now show.e 
them.

DAYLIGHT SIGNALING WITH ELECTRIC SEARCHLIGHTS 
W 


HILE 'the electric searchlight la used very 
often for signaling purposes at riight, by 
means of a suitable shutter device en- 


abling the operator to send out •hort and long 
flashes of light corresponding-to the signals of the 
telegraphic code, it seeme somewhat paradoxical 
to think of signaling in broad daylight with a small 
electric searchlight. 


drawing tends to corroborate, this particular illus- 
tration showing a member of the French signal

The miniature searchlight used for carrying on 


communication by means of short and long flashes 
of light corresponding to ..the dots and dashes of 
the telegraphic code, is described in the Electrical 
Experimenter as a very simple affair, and not as 
cumbersome as might be Imagined off hand. Wheta • 
the searchlight is to be used, it is held in the 
hands of the operator in such a manner that it 
will bring the telescope into sighting position, the 
telescope member being attached to the top of 
the searchlight frame. The operator then aims 
the searchlight at the airplane with which com- 
munication is to be established and maintained. 
He then transmits the message by means of a tele- 


. graph key mounted on the side of the searchlight. 


If this way, long and short flashes of light 


are sent out, spelling out the desired words or nu- 
merals in the telegraphic cede. The telescope en- 
ables the operator to see the distant flashes of the 
answering light beam from the airplane, and thus 
It becomes possible to carry on communication 
both ways. 


The searchlight is operated from a portable 


storage battery, which is contained In the carry- 
ing case, shown in the illustration, the case being 
provided with suitable rheostat 
and control 


switches, so that the light may be burnt constant- 
ly at the highest efficiency.

modern man is none too well developed and is a 
very minor factor In his life, "still shows a subtle 
power as a memory sense." 


The sense of touch was likewise modified, by

The animal no longer smells out an object sub- 


sequently to feel It with its nose, but it feels-with 
its hand some object that comes within its reach 
in the customary round of arboreal activities, and 
it may or may not subsequently add to its knowl- 
edge of the object by smelling of it. Tactileeim- 
pressions gained through the hand are, therefore, 
constantly streaming into the brain of an. arboreal 
animal, and new avenues of learning ahout its 
surroundings are being opened up as additions to 
the old olfactory and snout-tactile routes. With 
the development of the power of grasp, new and 
great possibility come in. Much may be learned 
qf an object-that can be felt by the hand; much 
more of an object that can be grasped, lifted and 
examined .inline hands. "When an object can he 
grasped, anil lifted it can be examined from every - 
point of ;«iew;£anid ,the eves must play a large part 
in this examiaatl&i. Its whole outline, the texture 
of its surfa?3ij:-:3ite hardness or softness, its size, 
temperature aitil weight, can all be ascertained.

formation. This is so for the reason that these 


fact that" all metals expand and contract 


more or less with every variation of tempera- 
ture introduces great complications Into the 


making of instruments concerned with absolute 
standards of time or space, and much research has* 
been devoted to the finding of a metal having the 
lowest possible coefficient of thermal expansion. In 
due course the Investigators arrived at a nickel . 
steel alloy containing about 36 per cent, nickel and ' 
about 5 per cent.- each of carbon and manganese, 
which was found to have a remarkably small ther- 
mal expansion at ordinary temperatures, and to 
which the name "Invar" has been given. 


A summary of the results obtained during thef 


last 25'years by various investigators of this prop- 
erty of invar and related nickel steels show, accord- 
ing to the Scientific American, that a bar of or- 
dinary Invar expands or contracts by about one- 
millionth of its length' for one degree centigrade 
alteration in the temperature anywhere within the 
range of zero to 40 degrees. A much higher degree 
of constancy than this \a, however, sometimes ob- 
tained; much depends on the amounts of, carbons 
and manganese present. 


Small quantities'of invar have been manufac- 


tured which showed a change in length of less than 
half a millionth per degree between zero and 20 
degrees. This alloy contained .06 per cent, carbon 
and 0.39 per cent, manganese. Samples have even 


been prepared which showed a negative coefficient 
of expansion, i. e., which contracted slightly instead 
of expanding as the temperature rose. 


Invar possesses this peculiar property only 


within a moderate temperature range; from 40 de- 
grees upward the coefficient.of expansion steadily 
increases as the temperature rises, until at 200 
degrees it is the same as that of Bessemer steeL 


was very great, and was made greater when the 
power to pick up the object and to examine- it from 
all points of view was added. 


It is well known that details of the' ancestral 


life of an animal can often be inferred from a 
study of it during infancy, and Dr. Wood Jones's 
chapter on "The Human Baby" 'is not the least in- 
teresting part of his book. 


'In this connection' may be cited the ability of 


a month-old infant to "support its entire weight 
by grip alone. Although his muscles were so un- 
developed that he was unable to hold his head up, 
this 30-days-oId babe was able to hang by his hands 
for more than one minute and repeated the per- 
formance as often as the stick was put In his 
hands. This ability seems to be present at birth, 
but to decrease after the age of one month is 
reached. The- thighs are bent at right angles to 
the body and the soles *of the feet are- approxi- . 
mated, so'that the entire attitude is more simian 
than human. This ability probably points to the 
old-time arboreal life when the infant was forced 
to cling to' its mother ao that the latter might have 
her hands free. 


Recalling that the arms of other primates are 


longer .than their legs, while the reverse Is" true 
"in man* Dr. Jones points out that at one «tage to 
the development of the human embryo the arms 
actually exceed the legs in length. Later the pro- 
portions are reversed. Even at birth, howeverj \f 
the baby's legs are relatively short compared to Its 
it 


trunk. The baby's feet resemble those of the an- 
thropoids In being turned Inwards, so that the soles 
can be pressed/against each other—this, Indeed, 


well as in an arboreal anthropoid. When "children 
learn to walk, it Is upon the outer tides of their 
? 


feet that they trust their weight, exactly as the 
anhropoids are wont to do. It Is this inherited / 
arboreal foot-poise which leads children to wear 
out the outer edges of their .shoes flrat. The re- 
markable grasping power of a new-born infant is 
likewise cited as the survival of a trait that pos- 
sessed life and death Importance in the tree-tops. 
Finally, with reference.to the much-talked-about 
upright posture, Dr, Wood Jones-remarks succinct- ' 
ly that "the hupnan child sits up before it stands; 
the human stock sat up before it stood.'-' - V

HICH has the greater number of chances 
of living a year—a new-born baby In Us 
cradle or a full-grown man as a soldier in 


the trenches? 


This sounds like a foolish question, for one 


would naturally suppose that a baby, carefully 
sheltered in its home and constantly and tenderly 
cared for by loving hands, would have many more 
chances of living than a soldier daily facing death 
In many forms. And yet the contrary is true. Ac- 
cording to a well known authority, Mr. G. E. Earn- 
shaw, the perils of shot and shell, of bayonet 
thrusts and bursting hand-grenade's, of disease 
from exposure or infection—all these take a toll of 
life considerably less than exacted In the nurseries. 


In a statement recently made public, Newton 


D. Baker, secretary of war, s&yn: "Up to June 1 
the loss'-'s of the British esp«"1!»ionary for^s from 
deaths in action and deaths from wounds were 
about 7 per cent of the total of all the men sent 
to France since the beginning of the war." The 


war began three years ago, hence this total loss of 
1 per cent, "since the beginning of the war," means 
a yearly loss of but little more than 2 per cent 


"The accuracy of this statement," says Mr. 


E^nshaw in a Chicago publication called the In- 
fants' Department, "Is strikingly confirmed by the 
published statement of an English insurance com- 
pany, which shows that out of a total of 2,000,000 
British soldiers insured, the losses during the pres- 
ent war have amounted to 30 per 1000 per an- 
num; but since the deaths in times of peace among 
men of the same asc amount to 10 per 1000 per 
annum, we must deduct the normal mortality (10 
per 1000) from the war losses (30 per 1000), leav- 
ing war responsible for only 20 deaths a year in 
each group of 1000 men in service. Twenty deaths 
per 1000 is two deaths per 100, or 2 per cent., as 
stated by Secretary Baker. This is thfi toll ot war.

through improper foods and clothing, the ignor-

To our shame be it said that 
our soldiers on the field of battle are safer than 
'our infants to their cradles. 


"It is not possible, of course, to save the life 


of every little one that is born; but infant-welfare 
experts estimate that nt least 50 per cent of the 
deaths are preventable. This is proved by the 
fact £hat In other countries the death-rate In tho 
first year of life has been reduced to less than half 


the death-rate In the 
United States.

This tube is closed at "the bottom 
by a two-ply disk of lead and' iron, and is filled 
with compressed thermite. At the top it is sealed 
by a celluloid plate a sixth of an inch thick, with 
six vents and a central orifice for the insertion of 
a stopper. The latter is roughened, and fits so 
tightly that it can be withdrawn only by the aid 
of a thread twisted about it. 


Now thermite is a close mixture of powdered 


aluminum fntf iron oxide, which, at moderately 
high temperatures, supports a very brisk reaction. 
The aluminum Is oxidized at the expense of the 
iron, the latter metai being set free and liquified 
by. the very considerable heat which the action 
generates. 
The extraction of the stopper fur- 


nishes sufficient heat to start the ball a-rolling. the 
celluloid cap is quickly melted, and for about a 
minute the tube vomits flames which play to a 
distance of two yards from its month. This flame 
approximates the melting temperature of iron, and 
ot course is very ueaiiiy in its effects.

VEX in the terrible times of war beauty has 
its jit-Wei-. At a moment when the sternest 
conditions confront thn world the magic of 


fair faces is playing a part, and a useful part. 


A striking example of this is furnished by the 


enthusiastic idealism of .Mrs. John Lavery. Mrs. 
Lavery was a Chicago girl, recognized from her 
earliest days as a beauty of uncommon charm. She 
bad animation, and she had facility in all the 
.graces of life. She loved pictures and music and 
romantic things. 
Inevitably she was a popular 


figure wherever she went. 


It was the most, natural thing in the world 


that a painter, a man steeped in romantic tradi- 
tions, devoted to the creation of lovely images, 
should fall in love with her. John Lavery, though 
less famous at the time he courted the voting 
beauty than he has become since that day, was 
ranked among the ablest and most promising of 
British artists. And so Mrs. John Lavery found 
her way into the haunts of English and French 
art. sue IIKKU i-ari^, uat out loved Loiiuuu.

Then came the war, to stagger art as It stag- 


gered all of life. A kind of dismay seized on the 
art life of every nation when the wyar clouds cast 
their dreadful shadow over the world.

Mr. and Mrs. Lav- 
ery were assisted in procuring the elements nec- 
essary to the costuming and accessories by some 
of the most prominent connoisseurs and collectors 
in England. For example, the robe worn in Cri- 
velli's "Madonna,"' a gorgeously embroidered robe, 
is a Florentine creation costing thousands of dol- 
lars.

Miss Cleveland, daughter of the late Grover 


Cleveland, was a White House baby. From her 
birth the American people have had more than 
a passing interest in her doings. When the war 
came on she went out to do. her part, and she hit 
upon the service of the blind as one of the most- 
needed ^things before the world. 


After a month at Si. Dunstan's, in London, she 


went over to Paris, where she is now with Miss 
Holt's Paris Lighthouse, aiding in the reconslhic-

To facilitate her work., she 


learned the Braille system of. stenography, an.I 
she is teaching disabled, sightless men, how to 
use the system and to make for themselves a place 
in the business world, in spite of fate. 


And there is Mrs. Lewis B. Woodruff, called by 


Penryn Stanslaws the most beautiful of authors— 
"The Dresden China Author"—who is-keeping her 
interest in the great work undiminished.- This 
pretty woman hr.s a much more personal reason 
for her devotion to 'the cause than any of her sis- 
ters .because for two years, following an attack 
of illness, she. too, lived i:i a world without a 
light. The sifted woman did not know that she 
would see again, and wlirn '.ho light did come, it 
brought with it a valued worker for all of those 
who suffer in the shadow.

Rut "i-.-idiia.My the habit obtained in this 
country, t i l l i; is :ln absolute necessity if one who 
is -mixing" oxj-ect« 10 enjoy himself'or accomplish his 
cads. How lar the person gets with any pleasure or 
success who fails to be in custom at a cafe, restaurant, 
hotel, or other place where people congregate is demon- 
strated very readily. From being too proud to take a 
lip San Francisco is perhaps as near to exacting it as 
any city in the country. It is interesting to think of 
tiie change.- ihai iiu\e uikx:ii plucc in liie C.UMOIU:? of Cay 
servitor—how his point of view has changed. When 
ihe first cash register made its appearance many 
clerks, sa'esmen and -others of similar stains remon- 
strated that this contraption reflected upon their hon- 
esty.

Cafes and Hotels More Stringent 


It has been found that soldiers get more liquor than

The trick of a soldier 
and a woman going into a restaurant, the woman oruer- 
ing liquor and the man a soft drinE, and then effecting 
an exchange, is not the only device. Waiters are some- 
times complaisant and serve liquor in teapots for an ex- 
tra consideration. The extent to which strong drink 
has been got up to men in uniform is one of the causes 
of notice being given the municipal authorities by the 
military authorities to clean up the town or summary 
action v.ould be taken in that direction. This practice 
of smuLgiing drinks is not followed in places of the 
higher class. The proprietors of the better restaurants, 
cafes and hotels saw their danger, and during the week 
had a meeting.

Goat Island As a Terminus 


A man who has forehanded knowledge of what is 


on the tapis said he would give rue a hunch that might 
be a surprise, at the same time exacted the condition 
that I was no! to ask questions— was not to indulge- 
the newspaper man's prerogative and put him on the 
grill as to further particulars. The condition was 
tacitly agreed to — though it is a fact that it was in- 
stantly broken when the hunch developed. However, 
further questioning was to no purpose and the story 
was not amplified. It is to the effect that within 
ninety days a petition, signed by the heads of all the 
railways. centering on San Francisco bay, would be 
presented to Congress, with the favorable considera- 
tion of the national administration, that Goat Island 
be ceded as a union railroad terminal. The attitude 
of the government toward railways has greatly 
softened since the assumption of direct control of 
them as a war measure. The government stations that 


• now are maintained on .the island could as well be on ' 
Angel Island, or another federal reservation. There 
would be no such opposition from the public as char- 
acterized the uprising when the Central Pacific mag- 
nates sought it for a terminus and proposed that It 
be ceded in fee simple to them. As a matter of fact, 
there would be no opposition unless from the several 
departments which, are established there. It is well 
understood that both the army and navy are averse 
to giving up' any ground they have erer occupied. 
There would^ perhaps be opposition here. But the 
public immediately interested would see great benefits, 
and the national administration may well hare come 
to see the advisability of permitting the use of this 


to the great gateway "of the Pacific. There was a 
furious fight against such a proposition when it was 
proposed some forty-five years ago. One of the' grounds 
was that a terminus on Goat Island would build up 
a rival city. Such grounds would not be tenable now, 
and there would be no other ground to urge against 
it. I don't know how probable the story is; but if I 
did not believe in the man who told it I would not 
repeat it here. 
Two Notable Functions 


You hear nothing but words of praise for the man- 


ner in which every feature of the Mardi Gras ball went 
off. The attendance was considerably larger than was 
at first counted upon, necessitating some revision ot 
dining and dancing arrangements at the St. Francis. 
The costumes .were unique and many of them rich, 
Some were novel. The lady of the Blue Cross who 
came equipped with two big dogs, uniquely and appro- 
priately caparisoned to represent that branch of war 
service, had to go away disappointed, as in such a great 
throng dogs were rather impossible.

body was there except the mayor. This occasioned a 
good deal of comment and some wonder. Those who 
did not sense the inwardness of the absence could not 
understand why such a chance to meet such a lot of 
volers was passed up. But it was not the mayors kind 
of gathering. The Mardi Gras occurred on Tuesday 
night. On the previous Saturday night occurred the 
policemen's ball arc! the mayor led the grand march". 
This does not afford an explanation, but it conduces to 
reflection. It is due and appropriate to make an in- 
teresting comparison here. The Mardi t^-as ball real- 
ized some S7000 for its charity, and the policemen's 
ball realized some §22,000. 
Hospitality to Enlisted Men 


There is an organized effort to entertain soldiers and 


sailors sojourning at the camps and posts and canton- 
ments near the city. This sociability is not confined 
to acquaintances gained in social ways, but the plan is 
considerably followed by young lady members of fam- 
ilies sending in to headquarters the information that 
they can entertain at dinner or other function a given 
number of soldier or sailor guests, who are accord- 
ingly detailed, something as they might be for regular 
duty. It speaks volumes for the morale of enlisted 
men that such a general plan is possible. Some of the 
men who have been thus entertained and since sent 
Kast have written back, and invariably they compare 
the social treatment they receive in their new environ- 
ment with that which they enjoyed here. They are 
largely from the Middle West and other far Western 
States than California.
